A review of Negro migration and settlement in 
the city introduces studies of segregation, 
housing, what is meant by equality, racial in- 
termarriage, jobs, and Negroes as a political 
force. Facts and figures are supplemented by 
representative discussion and opinion of both 
Negroes and non-Negroes. The analysis of the 
internal organization and activities of the 
Negro community covers religious organiza- 
tions, the press, business, the lottery known 
as “policy,” social distinctions or castes, and 
efforts to better the Negro status. An anthro- 
pologist and a sociologist have collaborated on 
this work and have produced a discerning, ob- 
jective, and remarkably readable study that is 
a noteworthy contribution to the literature 
on Negroes in the U.S.

In a reply to Hayek’s Road to serfdom (Boox- 
List 41:118, D 15 44) an English economist, 
currently a visiting professor at Harvard, 
quotes and analyzes Hayek’s leading state- 
ments, points out fallacies, inaccuracies, and 
misinterpretations of political and economic 
theory as well as fact, and charges that 
Hayek’s attitude to average men and women 
is itself authoritarian. The author contends 
that social planning is not synonymous with 
totalitarianism, but can be a democratic ex- 
pression, democratic in the sense understood 
in the U.S. and England. Libraries that own 
Hayek’s book will undoubtedly find this 
necessary also.

As a Catholic and a historian, though 
without diplomatic experience, he was re- 
garded as a high hope to contribute toward 
Spain’s continuing neutrality. This record of 
his three-year ambassadorship includes letters 
and documents, records of his interviews with 
Franco and other Spanish officials, and his 
own analysis of the knotty situation. Some 
will question the premise that Franco would 
have risked war in any case at the price of 
more civil strife, but this account is impor- 
tant since the State department policy—criti- 
cized then and since by sections of American 
opinion as_ ill-advised appeasement—was 
based on that assumption.
